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Campaign  Completed  Early;  Thanks  To  AIM! 


The  "Building  for  the  Future  Today"  campaign, 
Avila's  first-ever  endowment  effort,  was  successfully 
completed  June  30,  1987,  six  months  ahead  of 
schedule.  Gifts  exceeded  the  $3  million  goal  set  at  the 
outset  of  the  campaign. 

"Everyone  who  supported  the  college  during  these  past 
years  deserves  a special  Thank  You,"  said  Dr.  Larry 
Kramer,  president.  "Each  gift  brought  the  college  closer  to 
its  goal.  Early  completion  has  allowed  us  to  focus  on  new 
college  funding  priorities,  including  an  increased  annual 
fund  effort  for  1987-88  and  planning  for  the  next 
campaign." 

The  campaign  helped  to  satisfy  needs  in  both  current 
fund  and  endowment  support.  As  of  June  30,  $3,339,547  in 
current  and  endowment  funds  had  been  contributed  or 
pledged  to  the  campaign 

"Success  in  a major  effort  like  this  is  always  very  impor- 
tant because  it  creates  a solid  building  block  on  which  to 
base  future  efforts,"  said  John  Thomas,  vice  president  for 
advancement.  "Because  of  this  campaign  and  the  prior 
support  of  people  who  have  believed  in  the  college's  mis- 
sion, Avila  is  a college  of  quality.  It  remains,  however,  a 
college  of  need.  Financial  support  from  committed  friends 
and  alums  will  be  as  important  in  the  future  as  it  has  been 


in  the  past." 

Thomas  cited  the  volunteer  leadership  provided  by  Bar- 
bara Pendleton  and  Bob  Wormington  as  critical  to  the  suc- 
cessful effort.  "Barbara  and  Bob  provided  strong  leader- 
ship throughout  the  entire  campaign  and  backed  up  their 
faith  in  the  college  by  going  the  extra  mile.  The  work  of  the 
campaign  committee  was  also  instrumental,  especially  in 
the  early  days  of  the  campaign." 

"Every  smgle  gift  to  this  campaign  is  important  and 
makes  the  success  possible,"  said  Thomas.  Individuals  who 
provided  major  gift  support  were  Clarence  and  Vita  Gop- 
pert,  George  W.  Miller,  the  late  Arthur  A Forster, 
Kathleen  Borserine  and  Philomena  Ridgway.

Sister  Mane  Joan  has  been  a member  of  the  Avila  faculty 
for  seventeen  years  During  that  time,  she  served  for  four 
years  as  chairperson  of  the  department  of  natural  sciences 
and  mathematics.  Under  her  leadership,  a four-year 
medical  technology  major  was  established  and  the  area  of 
allied  health  was  initiated 

In  1985,  Sister  Marie  Joan  was  elected  by  Avila's  student 
body  to  receive  the  Professor  of  the  Year  award.  She  was 
elected  by  the  Avila  faculty  to  the  administrative  council 
and  has  served  on  Avila's  North  Central  Steering  Committee 
As  a trustee  of  St.  Joseph  Health  Center,  Sister  Marie  Joan 


has  had  extensive  administrative  experience.  She  was  active 
in  the  corporate  reorganization  of  the  hospital  and  was 
chairperson  of  the  search  committee  that  selected  a new 
hospital  president. 

In  announcing  Sister  Marie  Joan's  appointment,  Dr. 
Kramer  said,  "The  search  committee  had  more  than  80  ap- 
plications from  which  to  choose  Sister  Marie  Joan  was 
chosen  because  of  her  dedication  to  the  college,  her  strong 
support  from  faculty  and  staff,  her  excellent  experience  as  a 
teacher  and  scholar  and  her  administrative  skills.  As  a Sister 
of  St.  Joseph,  she  brings  the  additional  understanding  of  our 
sponsoring  group,  its  mission  and  philosophy.  Sister  Marie 
Joan  has  been  a part  of  Avila's  great  past  and  can  help 
facilitate  our  vision  for  Avila's  future." 

Commenting  on  her  appomtment,  Sister  Marie  Joan  said, 
"I'll  be  in  a position  to  bring  Avila's  goals  to  fruition.  I 
believe  in  Avila  and  I am  looking  forward  to  the  challenges 
that  are  ahead  " 

At  the  same  time,  Dr  Kramer  also  publicly  announced 
the  selection  of  G.  Richard  Scott  as  Avila's  first  director  of 
planned  giving,  also  effective  August  1,  1987.  Formerly 
vice  president  and  dean  for  academic  affairs,  Scott  is  assum- 
ing responsibility  for  instituting  a planned  giving  program 
lor  the  college.

Dr.  Kramer  praised  Scott  for  his  17  years  of  service  as 
academic  dean.  Kramer  said  he  was  delighted  to  provide 
Scott  the  opportunity  he  requested  to  serve  the  college  in  a 
new  capacity 

Scott  said:  "I  look  forward  to  my  new  position  because  it 
will  enable  me  to  fulfill  important  career  goals  while  con- 
tributing to  the  future  of  Avila."

Someone  asked  me  recently,  "With  so  many  changes  in 
the  held  of  higher  education  these  past  several  years, 
don't  you  long  lor  the  good  old  days  of  stability  and 
tradition?" 

Since  I had  been  quite  involved  in  keeping  up  with  the 
changes  the  questioner  described,  I had  not  taken  time  to 
previously  contemplate  the  question  he  raised  I began  to 
think  about  change  and  how  it  has  affected  and  will  affect 
Avila  College. 

The  new  age  of  communication  and  technology  has  great- 
ly affected  Avila  and  all  other  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation. 

The  increased  number  of  graduates  and  friends  and  their 
great  mobility  makes  communication  with  our  college  con- 
stituency more  difficult.  Specialized  computer  systems  have 
been  designed  to  help  keep  better  track  of  constituent 
records  and  locations  We  are  currently  installing  such  a 
system  at  Avila  to  better  serve  you 

The  pool  of  college-age  students  has  declined  in  all  areas 
of  the  country  and  competition  among  colleges  for  students 
has  greatly  increased.  Sophisticated  admissions  tracking 
systems  and  increased  financial  aid  have  become  necessary 
to  maintain  steady  enrollments. 

Federal  aid  to  higher  education  has  decreased  and  that 
trend  will  continue  Institutions  must  increase  efforts  to 
develop  private  sources  of  support  to  supplant  lost  federal 
dollars  and  to  support  programs,  student  aid  budgets,  and 
faculty  salaries.  Avila's  newly  formed  advancement  office 
includes  the  areas  of  fundraising,  alumni,  marketing,  and 
public  relations  — all  critical  to  resource  development. 

This  column  in  this  new  publication  is  itself  an  indication 
of  change  Yes,  there  is  a great  deal  of  change  in  the  world 
of  higher  education 

There  has  always  been  change,  though  it  seems  to  occur 
more  rapidly  now  than  before  The  key  issue  for  Avila  col- 
lege is  how  we  will  manage  that  change 

Henri  Amiel  said,  "For  purposes  of  action,  nothing  is 
more  useful  than  narrowness  of  thought  combined  with 
energy  of  will  The  strategic  planning  process  currently  be- 
ing instituted  at  the  college  will  give  us  the  "narrowness  of 
thought,  the  focus  that  will  allow  accomplishment  of  tasks 
essential  to  the  maintenance  and  growth  of  the  college 
Strategic  planning  is  specifically  designed  to  deal  with 
change  in  an  organized  way. 

Although  courses,  students,  faculty  and  staff  have 
changed,  Avila's  commitment  to  quality  education  has  not 
Sister  Marie  Joan  Harris  will  continue  a tradition  of  fine 
academic  leadership  as  our  new  vice  president  and  dean  for 
academic  affairs.  The  new  core  curriculum  and  the  con- 
solidated humanities  department  represent  positive, 
organized  changes  that  will  better  allow  the  college  to  deal 
with  the  future 

Avilas  campus  ministry  program  also  has  undergone 
change  The  new  organizational  plan  will  allow  the  college 
to  better  serve  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  campus  and  the 
larger  community 

Avila  will  face  new  challenges  in  the  future,  all  involving 
change.  The  issues  of  enrollment,  financial  aid  for  students, 
faculty  salaries,  and  facility  construction  and  renovation  will 
always  be  considerations  with  which  we  will  have  to  deal 
°o  I.  as  president  of  Avila  College,  "long  for  the  good  old 
days  1 can  honestly  say  I do  not.  In  fact,  I am  excited  by 
the  dynamic  history  of  this  college  and  I have  confidence 
that  Avila  will  continue  to  deal  successfully  with  change 
Why  Because  our  basic  underlying  mission  has  not 
changed  That  mission,  upheld  by  the  Sisters  of  St  Joseph 
through  many  years  of  change,  is  to  provide  students  a 
quality  educational  experience  in  a Christian  context 


The  combining  of  several  college  administrative  func- 
tions and  the  addition  of  an  area  has  resulted  in  a new 
umbrella  office  at  Avila  called  "advancement".  The 
advancement  office  functions  include  the  areas  ol  alumni  af- 
fairs, development,  public  relations  and  marketing 

John  Thomas,  who  was  named  vice  president  for  advance- 
ment March  1,  explained  that  advancement  offices  are 
being  structured  in  many  institutions  of  higher  education  to 
coordinate  the  efforts  of  areas  that  have  traditionally  had  in- 
formal, but  close,  working  relationships  "It's  essential  that 
the  functions  of  alumni,  development,  public  relations/com- 
munication, and  marketing  work  closely  together,  especial- 
ly at  a college  like  Avila.  Many  of  our  donors  are  alums;  our 
communications  go  to  alums,  friends,  faculty  and  students 
alike;  and  we  need  the  cooperation  of  everyone  to  be  able  to 
get  the  job  done  " 

For  years,  Sister  Olive  Louise,  as  president,  and  a small 
development  staff  headed  by  Pat  Martin  handled  the  bulk  of 
the  development.'alumni/public  relations  responsibilities 
with  the  help  of  numerous  volunteers  These  people  were  ef- 
fective and  dedicated  and  their  continued  participation  is 
vital  to  our  success.  But  the  needs  of  the  college  have 
grown,  and  it  was  important  that  we  expand  and  reorganize 
our  staff  to  better  serve  constituents  and  to  compete  with  a 
rapidly  increasing  nonprofit  sector  involved  in  resource 
development,"  slated  Thomas. 

The  objectives  of  college  advancement  are,  according  to 
Thomas,  "to  help  create  understanding  of  the  special  mis- 
sion, character,  and  accomplishments  of  the  college  and  to 
secure  the  necessary  support  in  the  form  of  dollars  and  good 
will  to  sustain  and  advance  the  institution." 

"Since  our  fiscal  year  ends  June  30,  March  I was  a good 
time  for  someone  in  my  position  to  come  aboard.  I've  had 
time  to  get  to  know  the  staff,  work  with  them  on  the  plan  for 
the  1987-88  year,  and  get  to  know  some  of  Avila's  supporters 
in  the  community,  stated  Thomas.  The  advancement  office 
has  been  busy  with  the  wrap-up  of  the  "Building  for  the 
Future  Today"  campaign,  computerizing  records  on  the 
new  administrative  computer  system,  planning  for  next 
year's  annual  fund  campaign,  working  on  an  expanded 
Accent,  and  developing  a college  marketing  plan.  Thomas 
said  other  priorities  for  the  coming  year  include  the  im- 
plementation of  a planned  giving  program,  planning  for  the 
next  capital  campaign,  and  coordinating  special  fund- 
raising and  alumni  events  throughout  the  year 

It  is  important  both  to  the  college  and  to  its  constituents 
that  there  be  a clear  understanding  of  ways  people  can 
financially  support  the  institution,"  Thomas  said  To  that 
end,  the  advancement  office  has  developed  a simple 
diagram  that  is  presented  below. 

At  Avila  capital  campaigns  are  mainly  geared  toward 
building  and  endowment  needs  and  are  usually  conducted 
over  a period  of  three-to-five  years  Unrestricted  annual

College  Adopts  New  Core  Curriculum 


Beginning  with  the  1988-89  academic  year,  Avila  College 
will  change  its  requirements  for  bachelors  degrees  to  ensure 
that  all  graduates  receive  a broad  understanding  in  arts, 
sciences  and  the  humanities. 

Avila's  new  core  curriculum  consists  of  49  credit  hours 
and  will  be  required  of  all  undergraduates.  It  replaces  a 
variety  of  core  requirements  which  varied,  depending  on  a 
student's  major 

Regardless  of  the  field  in  which  our  students  specialize, 
we  believe  that  each  of  them  needs  a strong  foundation  in 
traditional  liberal  arts  areas,"  said  President  Larry  Kramer 
The  new  requirements  mean  that  all  students  must  take 
courses  in  writing,  public  speaking,  mathematics, 
literature,  western  civilization,  foreign  language,  natural 
science,  art  and  music,  and  philosophy  and  theology  "This 
change  in  the  core  requirements  will  position  Avila  to  meet 


Avila  Reaches  Out 

At  least  30  Avila  students,  participants  in  humanitarian 
projects  during  the  past  year,  will  never  again  take  such 
basic  essentials  as  food  and  lodging  for  granted. 

In  one  project,  whose  purpose  was  described  simply  as 
helping  to  bring  about  God's  kingdom  on  earth  ",  ten  Avila 
students  spent  ten  days  of  their  Christmas  vacation  living 
and  working  among  the  poor  in  Cuauhtemoc,  Mexico 
I he  students  lived  among  large  families  in  homes  without 
electricity  or  running  water  Heat  was  provided  by  small 
wood  stoves.  The  students  learned  to  make  adobe  bricks  and 
used  them  to  help  build  a church  and  simple  housing  for  the 
poor  in  the  area.  Of  special  concern  were  almost  5 000 
squatters  living  ,n  an  area  of  extreme  poverty  in 'the 
Province  of  Chihuahua.

New  Mexico.  The  center  offers  opportunities  for  Americans 
see  and  help  alleviate  oppressive  conditions  facing  many 
people  in  Mexico  Mutual  understanding  between  the  Mex- 


ican and  American  people  is  a common  result  of  this 
experience 

Rebekkah  Montes,  an  Avila  sophomore,  reflected  upon 
her  own  heightened  awareness:"!  spend  so  much  time  hear- 
ing and  reading  about  people  who  don’t  have  enough  to  eat 
- but  to  actually  go  and  see  it  - the  situation  becomes 
real 

Another  student,  Patrick  Wood,  a junior,  commented  on 
the  warmth  of  the  Mexican  people:  "They  were  the  most 
friendly  people  Even  if  you  don't  have  enough  to  eat  and 
someone  asks  you  for  food,  you  still  give  them  half." 

Travel  and  living  expenses  for  the  group  were  paid  for  by 
contributions  made  largely  by  faculty  and  staff  through 
Avilas  campus  ministry  Several  of  the  students  hoped  to 
return  to  Cuauhtemoc  to  lend  assistance  in  the  future. 

In  a separate  outreach  project,  seven  Avila  students  and 
staff  members  volunteered  to  spend  part  of  their  spring 
break  helping  with  the  "Avila  Urban  Plunge".  Their 
energies  over  a week's  time  were  directed  at  renovating 


the  challenges  ol  the  1980s  and  '90s,''  said  Kramer.  "It  will 
strengthen  the  educational  experience  of  all  Avila  students 
reflecting  a trend  advocated  by  leaders  in  education 
throughout  the  country." 

In  the  past,  depending  on  a student's  major,  some 
substitutions  had  been  permitted  in  certain  areas.  The  revis- 
ed requirements  represent  the  first  major  change  in  the  core 
curriculum  since  1970-71  By  unifying  the  core  curriculum, 
Avila  will  be  able  to  combine  the  departments  of  modern 
languages,  performing  and  visual  arts,  and  religious  studies 
and  philosophy  into  a single  department  of  humanities,  ef- 
fective immediately. 

By  unifying  these  areas,  there  will  be  a greater  coordina- 
tion of  courses  and  objectives,"  Dr  Kramer  said  "Students 
will  benefit  by  becoming  part  of  a larger  department,  able  to 
provide  more  courses  and  stronger  instruction  "

situations  to  which  I was  exposed  were  in  the  field  Since  that  revelation,  I 
have  tried  to  incorporate  field  experiences  into  the  curriculum 


Our  first  trip  was  to  the  Big  Bend  area  in  Texas  in  1976  Since  then 
students  have  traveled  to  Baja,  California;  the  Smokey  Mountains;

all  in  Mexico;  and  most  recently,  the  Dominican  Republic. 

The  trips  have  all  been  low-cost  and  financed  almost  completely  by 
those  individuals  participating.  We  also  have  sponsored  many  weekend 
field  trips. 

Accent:  What  has  been  the  purpose  of  these  trips? 

i P°r,!!:  Specii,ilcal,y-  to  s,udy  P^nt  and  animal  life  in  the  areas 
selected  We  actually  brought  back  lizards  for  study  from  the  Dominican 
Republic.  On  a larger  scale,  however,  I think  it  is  good  for  all  of  us  to  be’ 
exposed  to  new  cultures  and  traditions.  For  example,  Sister  Martha  Smith 
and  some  of  her  history  students  accompanied  us  on  an  earlier  trip  to  the 
Dominican  Republic.  Besides  being  excellent  reptile  habitat,  this  island 
was  the  first  permanent  European  settlement  in  the  new  world  The 
Dominican  Republic  has  excellent  museums  and  the  oldest  monastery  and 
cathedral  in  this  hemisphere.
